accepting as input a prioritized list of program viewing preferences; 

wherein said list contains a viewer's explicit preferred program selections for 
recording and inferred preferred program selections for recording; 

comparing said Ust with a database of program guide objects; 

generating a schedule of time versus available storage space that is optimal for the 
viewer's explicit or inferred preferred programs; 

wherein said preferred programs include television broadcast programs and/or 
Universal Resource Locators (URLs); m4 

wherein said program guide objects indicate when programs of interest are 
broadcast[[.]] ; 

generating an ordered list of future showings of a specific program of interest using 
said database of program guide objects; 

wherein each showing of said specific program of interest in said ordered list is 
checked for input source or storage space conflicts with programs previously scheduled for 
recording: and 
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wherein if a particular showing of said specific program of interest is found having 
no input and/or space conflicts, then said particular showing of said specific program of 
interest is scheduled for recording. 

2. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein the viewer may request that certain 
programs be captured, which results in the highest possible priority for those programs. 

3. (Currently Amended) The process of claim 1, wherein the viewer may explicitly 
express preferences using appurtenances provided through the a viewer interface. 

4. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein said preferences may be inferred fi'om 
viewing pattems. > 

5. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein said preferences correspond to television 
viewing objects stored in a replicated database. 

6. (Currently Amended) The process of claim 1, fiirther comprising the steps of: 
providing creating a space schedule; 

providing creating an input schedule; 

wherein said space schedule tracks all currently recorded programs and the programs 
that have been scheduled to be recorded in the future; and 

wherein said input schedule tracks the free and occupied time slots for each input 

source. 

7. (Currently Amended) The process of claim 6, wherein the amount of space available 
at any given moment in time may be found by generating #ie a sum of all occupied space or 
space that will be occupied at that particular time, and subtracting that the sum fi-om the total 
capacity available to store programs. 
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8. (Previously Presented) The process of claim 1, wherein inferred programs previously 
scheduled for recording automatically lose conflict decisions with explicit program 
selections. 

9. (Original) T he p rocess of c laim 1 , w herein a p rogram i s recorded if at a 11 1 imes 
between when the recording would be initiated and when it expires, sufficient space is 
available to hold it. 

10. (Original) The process of claim 6, wherein there must be an input available from 
which to record for the duration of the program.

27. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein schedule conflicts resulting from the 
recording of aggregate objects are resolved using the preference weighting of the programs 
involved. 
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28. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein if multiple conflicts are caused by a 
particular program in an aggregate object, it will only be recorded if its preference exceeds 
that of all conflicting programs. 

29. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for scheduling the recording, storing, and 
deleting of television and/or Web page program material on a storage medium in a computer 
enviroiunent, comprising:

recording and derived preferred program selections for recording; 

a module for comparing said list with a database of program guide objects; 

a module for generating a schedule of time versus available storage space that is 
optimal for the viewer's explicit or inferred preferred programs; 

wherein said preferred programs include television broadcast programs and/or 
Universal Resource Locators (URLs); ead 

wherein said program guide objects indicate when programs of interest are 
broadcast[[.]] ; 

a module for generating an ordered list of future showings of a specific program of 
interest using said database of program guide objects; 

wherein each showing of said specific program of interest in said ordered list is 
checked for input source or storage space conflicts with programs previously scheduled for 
recording: and 

wherein if a particular showing of said specific program of interest is found having 
no input and/or space conflicts, then said particular showing of said specific program of 
interest is scheduled for recording.

m e dium m e mory spac e that is optimal for th e vi e w e r's e xplicit or inf e rr e d programs; and 

sch e duling programs in said list to b e r e cord e d that do not hav e storag e m e dium 
m e mory spac e and input conflicts with oth e r sch e duled programs. 

1 14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein the viewer may explicitly 
request that certain programs be captured, which results in the highest possible priority for 
those programs. 

115. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein said inferred program 
selections may be inferred from the viewer's viewing patterns. 
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116. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein said inferred program 
selections are inferred from the viewer's indicated preferences. 

117. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 113, wherein inferred programs akeady 
scheduled for recording automatically lose conflict decisions with explicit program 
selections. 

1 18. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 13, wherein a program is recorded if at 
all times between when the recording would be initiated and when it expires, sufficient 
storage medium space is available to hold it. 

1 19. (Previously P resented) The m ethod o f c laim 1 1 3, w herein t here m ust b e a n i nput 
available from which to record for the duration of the program. 

120. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 113, wherein only those inputs from 
which ^ a desired program can be recorded are considered during scheduling. 

121. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 113, furth e r comprising: 
d e riving a list of showings of a program of int e r e st from said program guid e ; 
wh e r e in said d e t e rmining st e p ch e cks th e list of showings for an inf e rr e d program 

s e l e ction in an att e mpt to find a showing of said inf e rr e d program that do e s not hav e any 
conflicts; and 

wh e r e in if a showing is found with no conflicts, th e n th e inf e rr e d program is 
sch e dul e d for r e cording for said showing wherein said specific program of interest i s an 
inferred program selection . 

122. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 113, furth e r comprising: 
d e riving a list of showings of a program of interest from said program guid e ; 
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wh e r e in said d e t e rmining st e p ch e cks th e list of showings for an explicit program 
s e l e ction in an attempt to find a showing of said e xplicit program that do e s not hav e any 
conflicts; and 

wh e r e in if a showing is found with no conflicts/ th e n th e e xplicit program is 
sch e dul e d for recording for s aid s ho wing wherein s aid s pacific p rogram of i nterest i s an 
explicit proHram selection . 

123. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 44^ 122 , wherein the viewer is presented 
with an option to cancel each previously scheduled recording that has an input conflict with 
one of the viewer's explicit program selections. 

124. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 443- 122, wherein the viewer is presented 
with an option to shorten each previously recorded program's expiration date that has a 
storage medium memory space conflict with one of the viewer's explicit program selections. 

125. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 124, wherein the viewer's explicit 
program selection is scheduled to be recorded if the viewer shortens each of the previously 
recorded program's expiration dates that have a storage medium memory space conflict with 
the viewer's explicit program selection. 

126. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 44^ 122, wherein if any previously 
scheduled p ro grams c onflict w ith a n e xp licit p rogram s election, t hen t he v iewer i s a sked 
which previously scheduled program should be canceled and which should be completed. 
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
